Tuesday  75th  Anniversary 
Of  Weekly  Mail  in  Sooke 


tOOtCE.  August  2.— August  ft.  1873. 
was  the  dale  of  the  first  weekly  mail 
service  In  Sooke  district  according  to 
old  records  of  the  pioneer  MuU 
famllg.  who  came  to  Vancouver  Is- 
land from  Scotland  la  1846  by  way  of 
Cape  Horn. 

The  Muirs,  at  "Wuodalde,"  Sooke. 
signed  the  contract  to  carry  the 
weekly  mail,  and  Tft  years*ago  it  was 
taken  by  horseback  along  the  Sooke 
trail  as  far  u Metchostn.  which  j 
was  always  a stop-over  in  early  days  ' 
From  there  It  was  taken  by  fool. 
The  records  Indicate  that  travelers 
always  went  through  Esqulmalt 
TTie  mall-canier  finally  met  e 
wagon  and  got  a ride  as  far  as  the
